Class Racing, with Fast 
Horses Plentiful. 



TOLEDO, Ohio. August 16.— Despite . the I 
absence of a carded feature and despite the 
extreme heat, a crowd of six thousand again 
turned out to witness the racing at Fort 
Miami Park this afternoon. It was a repre- 
sentative gathering, including many of To- 
ledo's fashionable set and leading business 
men. That thoroughbred racing is destined 
to grow’ in popularity here now’ seems as- 
sured. 

Close and exciting finishes came with the 
running of several of the dashes. In the 
sixth race i lain Bill was forced to the limit 
to withstand the rush of Hoover, after the 
latter had suffered from interference while 
rounding the far turn. Plain Bill was in the 
lead throughout, but scored a lucky victory. 

After racing Phillipe Lugo into early de- 
feat in the third race Dudle Bug was under 
extreme pressure at the end to earn the 
verdict by a narrow margin from the fast- 
coming Woolday. 

B. Creech scored his first success with j 
Marion Hollins when she won the fifth race. 
Zainer displayed the most early speed, but j 
Marion Hollins proved gamest in the strug- 
gle through the final eighth. Quincy Ward. 
Batty H. and Argo led by comfortable mar- 
gins in their respective races. 

The riding of jockey H. S. Jones was again 
a feature. He piloted three of his mounts to 
victory. 

FANNIE COOK IN MEXICO. 

Word reached here today that the famous 
“ringer** Fannie Cook is racing in winning 
form for General Acosta in Mexico under her 
proper name. At Monterey, Mex.. recently 
Fannie Cook was the victor in a match race 
for 20,000 pesos ($10,000). This is the mare 
which was run as a “ringer** for Thrifty 
Three at the Mexico City meeting last win- 
ter, becoming the property of General Acosta 
after her confiscation by the authorities. 

Edward \V . Pohlman, who has been doing 
missionary wof'k here during the past two 
days in the interest of the six days of racing 
to be given at Erie, Pa., next week, departed 
today for Wheeling. W. Va.. where he will 
complete arrangements for the autumn meet- 
ing opening there September 4. 

Judge Murphy will be the presiding official 
at the Erie, Pa., meeting. Lester Dean will 
do the starting. Mr. Pohlman reports that 
over a hundred horses are already at Erie 
awaiting the opening of the meeting. The 
delegation shipping to Erie from here num- 
bers 132 head. 

Jockey C. Ralls w’as an arrival here today i 
from Fort Erie and commenced riding. He j 
will be here for the remainder of the meeting. 

11. T. Palmer, represented in the fourth j 
race by Clare Frances, claimed Quincy Ward 
from J. F. ’p inscher for $900. 

The two-year-old Back Taps has been pur- 
chased at private sale by M. Goldstein and 
ran unplaced in the colors of his new owner 
in the initial race. S. Dotty is training the 
youngster. 



WEALTHY OWNER AFFLICTED 

J. S. Uosden Suddenly Stricken 
and Operated On for an At- 
tack of Appendicitis. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., August 16.— 
J. S. Cosden, who races one of the most 
powerful strings on the American turf, was 
suddenly stricken today with an attack of* 
appendicitis and at once hurried to the Sara- 
toga Hospital, where an immediate operation 
was ordered. Mr. Cosden came to Saratoga 
Springs some time ago to recuperate from 
a long illness from pneumonia. It is only 
recently he has been well enough to attend 
the races, and he watched the sport from 
a chair on the clubhouse porch. 

A man of great wealth, Mr. Cosden has 
been an extensive buyer of yearlings and last 
year paid $21,000 for the colt Cyclone, a son 
of Sweep and Ballet Girl. That w’as the top 
price of last year, while this month he paid 
the top price of $19,000 for a son of Wrack 
and Federal Girl. The Cosden silks have had 
a full measure of success at the present 
meeting, and Martingale, winner of the Tre- 
mont and the United States Hotel Stakes, is 
rated as one of the best two-year-olds of the 
year. Blazes is another in the string, while 
Dunlin was purchased from John E. Madden 
in July for a big price. 

That the operation was considered a seri- 
ous one was shown by the fact that the 
Baltimorean made his will before leaving for 
the hospital. Mr. Cosden is the head of the 
oil company bearing his name and is regarded 
one of the most successful of the younger 
captains of industry. He came into racing 
quite a while ago. but has been better known 
since he paid $85,000 for the three-year-old 
colt Snob II. and $35,000 for the two-year-old 
Dunlin. 



SARATOGA SPRINGS. N. Y.. August 16.— ; 
August Belmont’s Messenger, a handsome j 
big son of Fair Play and Mission, was the j 
winner of the Grab Bag Handicap, and his j 
success was the first triumph cf the year for ' 
the chairman of the Jockey Club. The Bel- j 
mont silks were not shown until this month, j 
when the same colt was third in the running 
of the Flash Stakes behind Dust Flower and 
Cartoonist. In the Grab Bag Messenger 
wiped out that defeat by beating Dust Flow- 
er easily, while others back of him were 
Donges, McKee, Runelise, Dan E. O’Sullivan. 
Certain, Doughoregan. Prince Regent, Spot 
Cash. Mark Twain and Metric. 

Messenger carried 117 pounds, began from , 
an outside position and raced past his op- | 
ponents in the stretch like a real champion. 
He was in receipt of weight from McKee. 
Donges, Dust Flower and Runelise, but was 
conceding weight to all the others and the 
character of his victory suggested that he 
is well able to concede more weight. The 
race was worth $3,150 to the winner. 

The racing, apart from the fouling in the 
third race, was first class and there was an- 
other crowd of goodly number on hand. The j 
going was fast and for the most part the j 
finishes were close enough to oring real j 
thrills. 

THIRTEEN STARTERS IN HANDICAP. 

There were thirteen went to the post for 
the Grab Bag Handicap and little time w T as 
lost at the barrier, starter Cassidy sending 
them away in excellent alignment. Messen- ! 
ger was away in front, but he was outrun j 
for the first eighth by Runelise. though ne j 
held second place in front of Donges. Spot 
Cash, the Whitney starter, was fourth, with 
McKee just show ing the way to Dust Flower. 
Runelise, showing much of the speed of her 
illustrious orother Morvich. held to the lead 
to the stretch, but ’here Messenger began 
to draw up on her with sweeping strides 
that soon saw’ him in front. Once out there 
Johnson crossed to the rail and at the end 
the handsome nig fellow just cantered along 
to wrin by a full five lengths. Dust Lower 
had been in rather close quarters in the 
early running, but finished fast w’hen she 
fougi.t her way through to beat Donges for 
second place by a half length. Donges ran 
a fine race and did not have fu.» racing 
room. McKee was just a bit slow’ in leav- 
ing the post and Sande could not find clear 
sailing for him when the stretch was reached, 
though he w’as closing «>n the outside to 
finish a close fourth. 

Montfort Jones’ Rockminister had to stand 
a long drive to get home w’inner of the Tico.i- 
ueroga. a purse race in w’hich ho took the 
measure of another Kentucky horse in Bit ’ 
o’ Black, while Violinist saved third money 
from Cap Rock. Irish Brigadier set the pace 
fast. McAtee sent him away from the post 
quickly and he w’as soon in a clear lead. 
Violinist raced in second place and Cap Rock 
was heading the others. Rockminister was 
slow’ at the start and Garner had to rouse 
j him sharply with the whip in the backstretch 
| to make him run. Irish Brigadier continued 
to show the way almost to the stretch, w’here 
he began to tire and both Violinist and Cap 
Rock loomed up dangerously. But all Mie 
time Rockminister. under a most energetic 
ride, was gaining on the outside and at the 
eighth post w’as finally showing the way. 
From there he drew away and won by two 
and a half lengths. Bit o’ Black finished 
resolutely and beat Violinist a length. Irisli 
Brigadier quit all over in the last eighth 
and w T as four lengths back of Cap Rock. 

Kay Spence and Mack Garner made it a 
double for Montfort Jones when he sent Surf 
Rider to the post for the Watervlieb Purse, 
a condiiton race. The son of Superman 
showred a return to good form and it is 
possible that both were helped somewhat in 
their winning w’ay when Spence added blink- 
ers to the colt’s equipment. Smoke Screen, 
as w’as to be expected, set the pace and 



Keogh permitted him to steal away into a 
good lead. Garner had Surf Rider in sec- 
ond place and there w’as daylight back of 
him, with Firm Friend well in front of the 
good filly Thimble, the lightw’eight of the 1 
field. When leaving the backstretch Sande 
made a move with Firm Friend and he raced 
up alongside of Surf Rider, but Garner was 
sitting still on the Jones three-year-old and 
riding a wonderfully confident race, though , 
Smoke Screen w’as still well clear. Before 
the eighth post was reached Garner shook 
up Surf Rider and he rushed to Smcke Screen 
quickly. Firm Friend tired badly when he . 
was called on, but Thimble responded to the j 
call of Thomas and moved up rapidly on 
the inside. Through the last eighth Surf 
Rider drew* away to win by four lengths and 
then Thimble, in a game finish, beat Smoke 
Screen a head for second place. 

For an opening race the offering w*as a 
seven-eighths selling handicap and in at rat- 
tling finish Walter M. Jeffords’ Routledge 
got up to W’in from Wellfinder, with Mus- , 
kallonge a close third, in front of Mercury. ; 
Muskallonge and Wellfinder cut out the run- 
ning. while Mercury raced along under slight 1 
restraint back of them. Shortly after turning 
out of the backstretch Wellfinder on the 
outside headed Muskallonge and for an in- . 
stant seemed the winner. Mercury was un- 
able to improve his position and Routledge 
w’as so far back that he was not seriously i 
considered. Swinging for home Muskallonge i 
came again and an eighth from home he had 
Wellfinder headed, but it was only for a few 
strides, when Wellfinder came again. But in , 
the meantime Morris was bringing Routledge 
along with a great rush on the outside and 
he got up in time to win drawing away by a 
half length. Wellfinder only beat Muskal- . 
longe a head for second place and Mercury 
was three lengths farther away. 

TWO DISQUALIFIED IN THIRD RACE. 

There was a double disqualification in the • 
third race w’hen both Rebuke and Leghorn, | 
w*hich finished first and second, were thrown 
out and Frederick Johnson’s Excelsis, which ; 
finished third was placed first. w*ith Double 
Cross second and Overtake third. This all j 
came from a jockey light in the stretch be- 
tween Kelsay, who rode Rebuke, and Carroll, j 
who had the mount on Leghorn. Leghorn 
had made the early pace, but Rebuke wrested 
the lead from her while coming through on 
the inside. Then in the stretch the filly came 
again and, just as she appeared to be pass- 
ing Rebuke and the pair were closely locked 
she hung and Carroll w T as seen to try to 
strike Kelsay, who seemed to have hold of 
the Carroll mount’s bridle. After the finish 
Carroll lodged a claim of foul and both boys 
were questioned at length. Finally it was 
decided they were equally guilty and the ac- 
tion followed that disqualified both. Excelsis, 
which took first money by the disqualifica- 
tion, was three and a half lengths back of 
the two which finished only heads apart, 
while Double Cross was a full ten lengths 
farther back, with Overtake another ten 
lengths away. It was apparent that Kelsay 
had fouled Leghorn and Carroll made the 
mistake of fighting back instead of depend- 
ing on his claim of foul. 

After the ruling. Joseph E. Widener, one 
of the stewards, said that each rider had 
accused the other of leg locking and that 
it was riding that would not be tolerated. 
Both riders were suspended for the rest of 
the meeting. 

Some thought there w*as every reason for a 
second disqualification in the running of the 
five and a half furlongs at the end of the 
card, when Garner brought D. W. Scott’s 
Great Luck home w’inner from Moonraker and 
Boys Believe Me. 

Inside the last eighth Great Luck swerved 
over on Boys Believe Me until Wilson w*as 
forced to pull up sharply and at a time 
when he had a first-class chance to win. 
No claim was made by Wilson and the stew’- 
ards did not call any riders into the stand. 




Had it not been that Mr. Stoneham has 
been peculiarly unfortunate with the year- 
lings he purchased last year it would not 
have been necessary for him to make a pur- 
chase to have his silks shown. Three that 
he paid high prices for last year and have 
failed utterly to make good are Woodlake, 
one that cost $10,000; Virginius, one that has 
been unable to make good in the selling 
plater division, and Forest Fire, one that 
was purchased from Richard T. Wilson. It 
was reported that $35,000 was paid for Mc- 
Kee, and in the light of his good race behind 
Goshawk in the Saratoga Special Saturday 
he appears to be well worth that figure as 
prices go. McKee .was bred by Frederick 
I Johnson and sold as a yearling to J. C. 
Milam for $4,000 and a short time later sold 



by Milam to Madden for $5,000. 

It is almost assured that Whiskaway will 
run his first race for C. W. Clark in the 
Travers Stakes Saturday. The son of Whisk 
Broom II. and Inaugural was worked a mile 
and a quarter this morning by Marshall, 
who galloped him for Rowe after he was 
equipped with blinkers. With United Verde 
for a running mate he covered a mile and a 
quarter in 2 :08% to easily beat United Verde. 
This is an exceedingly good work for Whisk- 
away, when it is considered that he is not 
what is called a work horse. 

C. A. Stoneham purchased McKee from 
John E. Madden before the running of the 
Grab Bag Handicap and the son of Ultimus 
and Ballymena bore the Stoneham silks in 
the race. 



WINDSOR, Out.. August 16. — The Windsor 
Jockey Club Handicap is the chief attraction 
of the first day of the second and final 1922 
meeting of the Windsor Jockey Club, which 
opens tomorrow afternoon. This feature is 
at a mile and an eighth and has a capital 
entry* list, with J. K. L. Ross’ Boniface asked 
to shoulder top weight and give away chunks 
of weight to every other probable contestant 
named for the dash. Boniface is eoupled with 
the light weight of the field. Finery. Fire- 
brand. with 115 pounds, and Guy, with 112. 
are the ones deemed best able to contest 
the honors of the race with the Ross cham- 
pion. The race has $3,500 added and similar 
handicaps daily will take the place of closed 
stake races. 

The card which has been built around the 
star attraction serves to bring out well- 
matched fields of useful horses, and should 
furnish pleasing racing during the afternoon. 

The Belle Isle Purse, which has been 
named as the secondary feature, is at three- 
quarters, and, although there are several of 
the best of the sprinters now on the grounds 
missing from this race, a field of speedy 
ones has been named overnight. 

The two-year-old dash having failed to 
fill, a race over a considerable distance of 
ground was substituted. 

Present weather indications point to an 
uninterrupted spell of the warm weather 
which has prevailed in these parts for some 
( time and, judging from the number of horses 
I stabled in the locality, there will be an abun- 
lance of material to fill the daily program. 
The special train bound from Fort Erie to 
j this point was delayed and several of the 
I entries were received by wire. 

I The track proper is in splendid condition 
1 and has been worked in a diligent manner 
by an efficient corps of men. Present indi- 
! cations point to the possible shattering of 
several of the track records which have 
I stood for some time. The enthusiasm dis- 
played over the return of the thoroughbred 
can be best judged by the number of appli- 
j cations for boxes for the meeting that have 
fllooded the secretary’s office. 

Presiding steward Charles E. Price was 
an arrival this morning and issued a warning 
to the riders, in w’hich he stressed the pun- 
ishment that would be inflicted for rough 
riding. 

A notice was posted that starters in han- 
dicaps must be declared out instead of ac- 
! cepting, or they would he declared starters. 

Tom Monroe came on from Lexington and 
i reported that the recent colored fair held at 
that point was me most successful ever un- 
dertaken- 

W. A. Burttscliell arrived from Hamilton, 
where he has been confined during the Fort 
Erie meeting with an attack of bronchitis. 

Several of the prominent stables on the 
j Canadian circuit have, through Joe McClen- 
nan. made offers for the contract on the 
diminutive apprentice rider Pete Walls, but 
so far no action has been taken. 



WHSSKAWAY’S WORK-OUT 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.. Au- 
gust 16. — After the third race James 
Rowe sent out H. P. Whitney’s Bunt- 
ing and Broomster in a trial for the 
Travers Stakes. Bunting, as in other 
trials, showed the better speed and 
his fractions were 25. 50, 1:15%. 1:41, 
1:54%, 2:08. Broomster held the Fu- 
turity winner through the early part 
of the work, but reached the mile in 
1:41% and finished out the mile and 
a quarter in 2:09. In direct contrast 
to his regular habits, as far as work- 
ing is concerned, Whiskaway, which 
C. W. Clark recently purchased from 
Harry Payne Whitney, ran one and a 
quarter miles in 2:07 this morning. 
It was the best trial that the three- 
year-old ever turned in and gave evi- 
dence of his fitness. He finished with 
a great burst of speed, running the 
final eighth of a mile in thirteen sec- 
onds. 

United Verde was selected as a 
pacemaker for Whiskaway. but he 
w*as not equal to the task and the 
former Whitney colt soon drew away 
from him. He was timed the first 
three-quarters in 1:14, the mile in 
1 :39% and the mile and an eighth in 
1:54. When pulled up he was not tak- 
ing a long breath and cooled out in 
fine style. Trainer George V. Barnes 
announced, following Whiskaway’s 
w’ork-out, that the colt win be a 
starter in the Travers Stakes Sat- 
urday.

The Saranac Handicap of Tuesday, as it 
turned out. was not a real test of the high 
mting placed on Kai-Sang by Handicapper 
Vosburgh. The Rancocas star three-year-old 
ran an impressive race behind his stable- 
mate, Little Chief, under his top impost of 
133 pounds, but none of the horses which fin- 
ished back of him was of the first flight. 

Since the Travers, to be run Sautrday, has 
penalties and allowances, Whiskaway will 
be giving away considerable weight to Kai- 
Sang in that race. If the Ciark purchase 
wins in spite of this it will show that he 
is far better than Mr. Vosburgh rated him in 
the handicap for the Saranac, in which he 
was assigned 132 pounds, one pound less 
than Kai-Sang. 

That Kai-Sang is a dangerous contender 
for threc-year-old honors will not be denied 
by anyone, but that he is the best of the 
fine band which were assigned weights, 
though they did not start, in the Saranac 
still remains to be proved. With the Saranac 
running a matter of history, there still seems j 
to be no reason for revising this statement. ;

The thoroughbred stock developed In this 
turf school had to be sturdy and rich in 
stamina, otherwise the law of “the survival 
of the fittest” quickly eliminated the weak 
ones from competition. The present genera- 
tion of sprinting thoroughbreds would have 
had little chance to carry on, as breeders of 
that day had little use for speed without 
stamina. This is brought out by the fact 
that little is known of the stars of that 
sprinting race known as “quarter horses” 
in the old days, while the names of the great 
long-distance horses, such as Sir Archy, 
Grey Eagle, Boston and Lexington, have gone 
down into history as glorious memories of 
a past age. And while races at short dis- 
tances dominate the racing picture at the 
present, the public fancy still inclines to 
contests over a long distance. It is notable 
that while sprinters of the Tryster type are 
much favored by the offerings of the various 
associations, long-distance horses like old 
Exterminator enjoy far greater popularity 
and are much more likely to be remembered, 
when all of the present thoroughbred genera- 
tion is past and gone.

In the weighing- room there was a lot of 
chaff, and I*’red Archer staid to Jim Snow- 
den. who had ridden in the race : “What 

was the matter with you and your horse 
at the post?” “Well,” said Jim. “you're 
a hit too quick at starting, ami 1 didn’t want 
you to beat Tom and Mr. George, so I 
shouted, 'No. no.’ until I saw Tom would go 
off l»etter than you." 

Snowden was a great character, and when 
at his best a great jockey, hut unfortunately 
he was rather too fond of the ladies and 
the bottle. He was a wonder at coming up 
with one long run and l»eing up in the 
last stride, and he knew to an inch where 
the winning post was. I remember his 
winning a selling race for Tom Green at 
Doncaster — after apparently being out of Lie 
race he was up and won by a head.

did race Privateer won l»y exactly the same 
distance as before — a head. 

Another time at Goodwmid Johnny >.v:is 
riding Reveller for Sir Robert Jardine. r';i ther 
• »f the present baronet, in the G«s»dwo«>d 
' Stakes. Fred Bates, who trained him. told 
| me that it was a go«Ml thing and advised me 
to have a g«>od l»et. Having the greatest 
respect for Fred's judgment I lacked the 
horse to win me $5,000. 

After a very pretty race Reveller was 
beaten a head by Fortissimo with Fordliam 
up. Many people thought that Johnny had 
waited too long ami Fred Bates said. “For 
once Johnny has made a mistake, hut you 
can get your money hack as the two horses 
meet again in the Queen's Plate on Friday 
and mine will win." I had a talk witn 
Johnny about this; he would not have it, 
and even said that he rather thought Ford- 
ham had a hit up his sleeve. 

The race came off. Fred Bates stuck to 
his guns and bet heavily again and, although 
Reveller was giving three ixximls in spite 
of the head heating the ring bet even money 
about the pair, which showed that the pub- 
lic had the same opinion as Bates. Coming 
to the distance it looked like !»eing a gotnl 
race, then Fordliam pnuluced that hit whieh 
Johnny hail suspected of being up his sleeve 
and won in a canter. 

After the nice Fred P»ates. in forcible lan- 
guage, declared he ought to la* kicked from 
Sussex to Yorkshire for thinking that he 
knew better than Johnny. 

Talking of riding with Johnny, he told 
me that he hud often l>een greatly praised 
for winning a nice by a head or i neck when 
lie had really ridden badly and often when 
lie hqd ridden a good race and l>een beaten 
a head lie had been greatly blamed.

“take those blinkers off ; it's bad enough j 
to have a blind jockey without having a j 
blind horse as well.” But in spite of his | 
condition he won the race. 

Another time at Thirsk. early in the day. 
he had been engaged to ride a horse in 
the hist race. The owner had said to him. 
“Now, Jim. this is a real good thing, hut 
1 don’t want you to show the horse up. so 
don’t win more than a neck or half a length 
— you know how to do thaL" 

WINS BY TEN LENGTHS. 

When the race was run. being at the 
autumn meeting, it was dark and foggy, 
and as the horses emerged from the gloom 
Snowden was seen to be out by himself and 
won by ten lengths. 

As he came hack to scale the owner said 
to him, “I think you might have remem- 
bered what I told you and not shown n»y 
horse up like this.” “You were d — — d lucky 
to win at all.” replied Snowden, who was 
blind to the world, “for I never saw a post 
from start to finish.” 

In spite of these failings he was a good 
and loyal servant, and Jim in the white 
and red spots of Lord Zetland was a favi r- 
ite figure in the North. 

Quite a different character was dear old 
John Osborne, who is still. I am glad to 
say, often to be seen on north -country race 
courses. Like Archer in the South, Johnny 
was the idol of the North, and when these 
two jockeys opposed each other excitement 
was great, and the North to a man would 
stick to Johnny. I can call to mind some 
thrilling struggles. In short races I have 
no doubt that Archer was quicker, hut in 
a long race no one could beat “the old 
pusher.” as he was called. He hail not a 
pretty seat and rode short for those days. 

He was a wonderful judge of pace, and 
although his favorite race was a waiting one, 
he could fairly excel himself when he wanted 
to make running. 

I do not know whether these stories of 
races ridden by old jockeys will weary my 
leaders, hut I must risk it. To me the 
riding of jockeys is almost as interesting as 
the running of horses. 

As an instance of how true horses will 
run when ridden by two first-class jockeys. 

I will quote the case of 1‘rivateer and Pas- 
saic at Goodwood in 1881. In the Drawing 
Room Stakes of a mile and a quarter on 
the Wednesday, Privateer, ridden John 



sanguine temperament and was never so 
lmppy as when he brought off a good thing 
with all his friends well on. 

TOM G REE N AT STOC KTON. 

These north -country trainers made it a 
custom to dine together every year at St«*ok- 
ton races. On one occasion, just as they 
were all going to sit down. Tom Green ad- 
dressed the company, saying. “Gentlemen, 
there is one man here who is a damned thief, 
and I refuse to sit at the same table with 
him.” 

He pointed to one of the guests, whom we 
will call Mr. X., and it was at once decided 
that the two must light it out. so the room 
was cleared and they set to. 

Both were very big men. but Tom had 
a fist and an arm that would fell an ox 
and in the second round Mr. X. was knocked 
out. He liore the scar across his cheek for 
the rest of his life. After tills interlude 
they sat dowui to dinner. 

Tom Green was a remarkable man. a wiz- 
ard with unsound horses and always kept a 
lot of useful platers, betting on them as 
much as and more than he could afford. 
He trained for my father, also for all mjr 
brothers and myseir. 

He would have l»een a great trainer. *but 
he had the same failings as his favorra 

jockey. Jim Snowden. He never had the luetc 
to train really good horses, hut at the plat- 
ing game he was hard to heat. 

I remember his bringing a hors** called 
Binfield to Goodwood for the Stewards’ Gup. 
He tohl me how he had tried him and me 

race looked a certainty. On the mornieg 

of the race the late Tom Corns, a well- 

known commission agent and owner, asked 
me what I fancied, anti I said Binfield. “Not 
a hundred to one chance.” said Tom. “You 
woultl not say that," I replied, “if you knew 
the trial.” “I tell you the horse won’t win.” 
he repeated. “Tom Green anti his party .ire 
all stone broke and that will stop him."
